The Concord Restaurant, 190 Concord 
Avenue, Cambridge; 354-9716; open 7-7 
daily; liquor service; credit cards. 

The residential area Cambridge 
between Harvard Square and Fresh Pond 
not-particularly hospitable 
restaurant enterprises; Harvard Square 
offers such diverse selection 
restaurants that only few places the 
neighborhood north (like Bocage 
and Lucky Garden) are able command 
steady following. But The Concord 
attempting deal with the hazards its 
location and make some claim being 
truly neighborhood establishment. 

After years working for the Revere 
Sugar Refinery, buddies Paul arid Red 
began the Concord Restaurant little 
over two years ago they could indulge 
their passion for cooking Southern 
cuisine. first they offered wider 
selection dishes, including Mexican 
food, fish creole, barbecued chicken, 
peas and greens, but there was

several menu changes, they have now 
settled for relatively standard lunch- 
counter fare and few specialties like 
Red’s famous Texas-style chili, 
barbecued pork ribs and fried chicken. 
They still cater more elaborate Southern 
meals large parties, though regular 
traffic must make with just few 
favorites. 

But what Paul and Red serve quite 
good, and all other than the pies 
homemade. For only $2.65, they will bring 
you plate five meaty pork ribs slow- 
cooked with rich barbeque sauce whose 
sweetness may vary from visit visit hut 
which always sharp. Accompanying the 
ribs usually fine roast potato and 
Southern-style vegetable, such green 
beans, cooked with onion and some fat, 
simple head lettuce salad with 
homemade dressing. The quarter 
fried chicken ($2.30) was barely floured 
and very crisp; two grilled pork chops 
($2.65) were rather plain. But there 
artistry Red’s chili (80 cents and $1.30), 
which has more beans than beef and 
good musty flavor produced Red’s 
unpublished recipe seasonings. 
Although Paul will sometimes complain 
that Red has heavy hand with the 
spices, the chili still benign and those

She called them her clients and saw 
them appointment only, evenings and 
weekends. They were the wives afflu- 
ent suburbia, the spouses doctors, 
lawyers and businessmen. Angela was 
professional her own right their 
fashion designer, after fashion. She 
dealt only the best: designer gowns and 
suits, fur-collared coats and minks. The 
price was always right percent 
off the retail tag and the service was 
decidedly convenient. She made house 
calls, visiting Newton, Brookline, Wes- 
ton, Wellesley and other suburbs. Her 
coming was sometimes social event 
well, the fashion-show version Tup- 
perware party. half-dozen women might 
gather the home common friend 
await Angela’s arrival. Later, they would 
advise each other they tried the 
wares. 

There were certain inconveniences, 
course. Usually the selection was limited 
those clothes Angela brought with her, 
although. she did sometimes take orders. 


And though the clothing and 


jewels came from the Boston area’s finest 
shops, returns for alterations were un- 
thinkable. Nor was credit. extended: An- 
gela asked for cash the coffee table. 
There was another catch, well. One 
aspect Angela’s service made these sub- 
urban house parties something special. 
The women attending were not, fact, 
merely shopping for clothes they were 
receiving stolen goods, fact all were well 
aware of. And Angela was clothing con- 


cern’s local representative. She was pro- 
fessional shoplifter extraordinaire with 
suburbs well cities scattered and 
down the East Coast. She was far 
furtive, small-time thief, casual shop- 


per who thought big stores could afford 


give her extra discount. Until mid- 
1974, she worked full-time her craft, us- 
ing Boston base operations but 
times throughout the coun- 
try. Seldom did she steal goods for her- 
self. The clothing, furs and jewels that she 
slipped into handbags folded and 
tucked between her legs almost invar- 
iably found its way into the wardrobe 
closets the well-to-do. 

For her efforts, Angela estimates she 
earned minimum $2500 week and 
much $4000 during weeks she dealt 
furs. For years, shoplifting was her sole 
source income. She used support 
four children mainly herself, al- 
though she’s had three husbands and 
middle-class way life that included 
owning home suburb west Bos- 
ton, driving sportscars and taking fre- 
quent vacations, She estimates having 
stolen during her career much 
million worth merchandise and having 
sold for some million, making her 
virtual one-woman black market. 

She might that still, had she not 
been caught with car full stolen cloth- 
ing and then sentenced nine-month 
jail term 1974. was, she says, per- 
haps her 50th arrest and her first pris- 
sentence. One, however, was enough,

Tall, 
thin, impeccably dressed and coiffed, she 
could easily pass for what she could tell 
suspicious sales clerks she was: success- 
ful black model. For one interview her 
lawyer’s office she wore tasteful plaid 
pants-suit well array dia- 
mond-studded rings. Although longer 
plying her trade, she retains some its 
spoils. 

The story she tells woman who 


could not restrain herself from stealing. 
She candidly admits having “sick- 
ness,” and describes the thrill suc- 
cessful sexual intensity. Her 
habit was gladly supported the af- 
fluent. Those who made crime pay for An- 
gela might well have cursed increasing 
lawlessness other contexts, but they 
bought her goods as-casually they 
might stroll down supermarket aisle. 
They referred her their friends and, 
when the need arose, their lawyers. 
Some did business with her for five years 
and more, she says. satisfy customers, 
she developed array techniques 
much psychological physical, which al- 
lowed her steal, her accounts, from 
stores that might well have thought she 
was good customer. And she claims

The non-medical staff (mainly 
counselors) has been striking since Oct. 
after contract negotiations reached 
impasse. Among the union’s original 
demands were percent cost-of-living 
wage increase, three weeks’ vacation 
and improved working conditions. the 
five negotiating sessions since the strike 
began, the union has lowered its 
economic demands percent raise 
employees’ basic $125-$165 week 
salaries (the wages vary widely because 
many staffers work part-time).

But her father went and 
found her, brought her back, tied 
his own daughter tree, and 


the white man beat her. can re- 
member that.” 

Mary Epps, 90-year-old 
woman whose family came from 
Maryland, said she could not 
bear watch the entire presen- 
tation. Her son, Ralph, 62- 
year-old retired postal worker, 
explained: own grandpar- 
ents were slaves. mother’s 
mother, Grandmother Ford, was 
eight when the slaves were freed; 
her future husband, Grand- 
father Ford, was 20. She used 
tell how her brothers and sis- 
ters were given their master 
other whites wedding pres- 
ents. And Grandfather Ford re- 
membered being and 
separated from his nine-year-old 
brother. After slavery spent 
the rest his life looking for his 
brother. 1910, and 
grandmother went Chicago 
because they had heard the 
brother might there. But 
never found him; and when 
Grandfather died, that was the 
greatest sorrow his life.” 

Roots showed black America

Although blacks have become 


increasingly aware and proud 


their African heritage, until 
Haley’s search the connection 
was more abstract than real.

And here’s the twist: what 
was done first out despera- 
tion soon becomes wicked sex- 
ual turn-on, and marriage that 
was just about dead blossoms 
anew into erotic life.

camera work, looks awful be- 
cause it’s been transferred 
crudely from videotape 
washed-out, sepia-tinted 16mm 
film stock. 

Number One follows the ad- 
ventures four grade-schoolers 
two boys and two girls who 
merriment gather the boys’ 
bathroom and disrobe front 
each other. The principal (Allen 
Garfield) bursts them, apo- 
plectically yelling things like 
“Do you know you can get sick 
out about this, you know that’s 
sin!” Garfield’s performance 
mistake: overtly satirical and 
hyperbolic, shatters the real- 
istic mood Cannon has 
meticulously set up. Then the 
kids home whatever pun- 
ishment fate holds store. 


Little Molly finds angry 
father hell-bent spanking, 
and merciful, pleading mother; 
Philip has friendly talk with 
understanding, almost com- 
plicitous father; and Matt en- 
dures unbearable dinner 
which his naughtiness becomes 
yet another weapon the ar- 
senals his warring parents. 


But what happens the fourth 
child, Chrissy, the bold little 
minx who dreamed the bath- 
room game the first place?

Sam Shepard’s Tooth 
Crime, written 1972, daz- 
zingly neat met- 
aphor for ruthless, inevitable 
conquest within The System. Its 
curious amalgam nightmar- 
ish, media-inspired rock world 
and the shady, faceless syndi- 
cate that makes its rules might 
have been dashed off Maf- 
ioso Kafka for Elvis Presley and 
Mick Jagger and titled Joseph 
K’s Greatest Hits, both sen- 
ses the word. Shepard’s lan- 
rock jargon and bizarre, chrome- 
edged, drug-dosed imagery 
characteristically virtuosic. The 
consciousness doesn’t 
down midnight freeway. 

Yet the Stage West produc- 
tion Tooth, imported from its 


native Springfield the Loeb 
last week, disappointed. First 


Shepard’s formulaic, punk- 


ish score poorly integrated and 
overamplified. The play’s 
sketchy, somewhat static con- 
struction makes almost un- 
playable sans razzle-dazzle 
the sort stylized movement 
patterns difficult render in- 
teresting the Loeb’s shallow 
stage. The Stage West show, re- 
lentlessly if. di- 
rected Davey Marlin-Jones, 
was neither funky nor raunchy 
nor compelling enough breath 
life into Shepard’s metaphor. 


Perhaps Shepard’s allegory 
too cerebral its milieu already 
too dated. Hoss, the most intri- 
guing character, pop super- 
star who has grown rusty the 
top and knows it. rants and 
struts and pops uppers like 
Tums but the game 
and very uneasy about being 
challenged maverick from 
“outside the game,” “gypsy 
killer” who doesn’t play the 
rules. When Crow, the usurper, 
arrives the mansion gates 
adrip with menace and bravado 
and wheeling Impala rather 
than the prescribed Maserati, 
Hoss sweating like Ibsen’s 
master builder. And their rit-.

drums, Crow humiliates and 
frazzles the aging Hoss, who at- 
tempts, desperation move, 
trade places with the gypsy. 
Realizing last that Crow can 
and will become him but that 
can never become Crow, Hoss 
blows first his cool and then his 
brains out. 


Part the problem with Stage 
West’s Tooth, still playing rep 
with Ibsen’s When Dead 
Awaken Springfield, that 
Clyde Burton’s Hoss 
ligent but neither decadent nor 
charismatic.

Americans don’t seem 
able make their minds 
about their Indian brethren. The 
popular conception them re- 
bounds periodically from one ex- 
treme the other, from the 
noble primitive James Feni- 
more Leatherstocking 
Tales and Arthur Penn’s Little 
Big Man the anonymous irra- 
tional savage countless 
westerns. deeper appreciation 
Indian culture and history has 
escaped most us. Three re- 
cently published books far to- 
ward remedying this ignorance, 


Together they provide 


rich and fascinating overview 
Indian life and art from be- 
fore Columbus the present. 

The ideals society, es- 
pecially homogeneous society, 
are transmitted great part 
through its myths, fables and 
fairy tales. Collect these stories 
and you have revealing 
entertaining portrait that so- 
ciety ever likely get. 
This what Basil Johnston has 
done with his people’s tradition- 
lore Ojibway Heritage. 
form, these stories are remark- 
ably like their European coun- 
terparts. There are myths, for in- 
stance, which god human 
aspect, man half human and 
half divine, performs great feats 
strength vanquishes hor- 
rible enemy. These tales, like 
many Greek mythology, teach 
lessons straightforward 
manner: obey your elders and 
you will serve your people well, 
for example. There are also 
simple cautionary tales, 
fables, and there are fairy tales 
with typically happy endings 
which, for instance, scorned 
but undaunted little muskrat re- 
trieves important morsel 
soil for god. 

The differences between the 
heritage the Ojibways ‘and 
that white Americans are sig- 
nificant, however. Whereas, 
the Old Testament, Yahweh bids 
man subdue the earth, Kitche 
Manitou, the Great Spirit the 
Obibways, creates world 
which four orders exist inter- 
dependently. the phys- 
ical world; second, the plant 
world; third, the animal; last, 
the human world .... one 
portion self-sufficient com- 
plete, rather each derives its 
meaning from and fulfills its 
function and purpose within the 
context the whole creation.” 
This universal interdependence 
celebrated the familiar In- 
dian pipe-smoking ceremony. 
The clay stone bowl the 
pipe signifies the physical world; 
the tobacco represents the plant 
world; the feather attached 
the pipe, the animal world; and 
the smokers, the human world. 
This perception man’s rela- 
tive position the world, un- 
like the anthropocentrism 
Greek, Hebrew and Christian 
culture, also suggested the 
the flood: one 
day great clouds formed the 


- 


sky and rained until the earth 
was flooded and all things 
land died. explanation for the 
disaster tendered just 
happens. the Old Testament 
version, remember, the 
flood meant punish man for 
his wickedness. 

There something special 
about man, however, the Ojib- 
way worldview. Although 
last the order creation and 
weakest bodily powers, man 
received the greatest gift the 
power dream. Ojibway cul- 
ture the importance 
individual’s imagination, his 
inner life, reflected the cere- 
central aspect tribal life. 
order considered adult, 
each adolescent male must re- 
ceive vision, which usually 
comes during ritual seclu- 
sion and gives direction and 
meaning his life. (Women 
need not attain vision, accord- 
ing the tradition, because they 
already possess what called 
“the gift 

This encouragement dis- 
cover sense self and identity 
not alien Western culture. 
Bruno Bettelheim’s The Uses 
Enchantment, for instance, ana- 
lyzes how fairy tales help West- 
ern children find meaning 
their lives. But the emphasis the 
Obibways place individ- 
ual’s inner life lost our 
industrial society, where one’s 
level education and maturity 
too often measured terms 

book suffers one 


minor respect. somewhat long- 
preface, devoting page 
two the literal (rather than 
mythical and idealized) history 
the Ojibways would help 
orient the reader. stands, 
the preface says nothing about 
the quality these people’s 
daily life, which undoubtedly in- 
the tone and substance 
their traditions. 

Something, perhaps, 
inferred about the life and his- 
tory the Ojibways from People 
the First Man. Prince Maxi- 
milian, Prussian aristocrat, 
was pioneering ethnologist who 
spent year along the upper 
Missouri River studying the In- 
dians that region. His ac- 
count his journey, severely but 
judiciously edited for this book, 
moving and, its detail, 
unique historical document. 

Maximilian’s narrative is, for 


modern reader, filled 


pathos, because the civilization 
inexorable decline. The game re- 
serves, vital the way life 
the Plains Indians, were being 
quickly depleted white sol- 
diers and trappers. Alcoholism 
had become such problem 
among the Indians that the 
government had outlawed bring- 


-ing liquor into the territory. But 


the government’s efforts were 
useless, since the Indians could 
get just easily from the 
Canadians. cholera epidemic 
broke out St. Louis but, luck- 
ily, did not reach the upper-riv- 
area. Three years later, the 
editors the book inform us, the 


Mandans, the tribe Maximilian 
studied most closely, were wiped 
out the disease. 

The brutality life among the 
Plains Indians comes through 
clearly here. was common, 
Maximilian writes, find In- 
dian woman, apparently fed 
with her harried existence, hang- 
ing from tree. When band 
Blackfeet arrived the fort 
where was staying, Maxi- 
milian noticed number 
women with their noses cut off 
the punishment for infidelity. 
another fort Blackfoot, misled 
the hospitality his Cree 
host, relaxed his vigilance and 
was gratuitously murdered. 
Among the Mandans, Maxi- 
milian noted, 
done excite spirit inde- 
pendence and self-will the 
Mandan boys sometimes 
slapped and kicked their fa- 
thers, who would coolly say, 
“This boy will one day become 
famous warrior.” Could 
that encouraging individ- 
ual’s “‘vision,” which seems 
appealing the context the 
Ojibway tradition, was mainly 
intended produce better, more 
self-confident warriors? 


People the First Man 
unique not only for Maxi- 
milian’s written account but also 
for the pictorial record the 
journey kept Karl Bodmer, 
whose watercolors and sketches 
are remarkable for their detail 
(he often spent two three days 
single watercolor) and their 
sympathetic treatment In- 
dians. unfortunate that the 
price this book, which 
gorgeously reproduces Bodmer’s 
art, will prohibitive for many 
potential readers. 


Occasionally note disdain 
emerges from Maximilian’s nar- 


rative. The chief occupations of. 


the Indians, writes, “besides 
adorning and painting their per- 
sons, looking the glass, smok- 
ing, eating, and sleeping, are the 
chase and war.” This sort ob- 
tuse and summary rejection 
much what meant In- 
dian familiar most us. For 
long period American his- 
tory was almost the sole re- 
sponse Indian culture. Even 
many Indians felt ashamed 
their heritage. Jamake High- 
water’s Song from the Earth, 
however, tells different story. 
chronicles and illustrates the 
self-conscious re-emergence 
Indian identity among Native 
American painters the 20th 
century. 

This renascence Indian art 
has followed predictable 
course. From about 1910 1950, 
the painters did not stray far 
from what called the Tradi- 
tional Style. Their work usually 
featured some aspect tribal 
life and was done flat, two- 


dimensional manner that exclu- 


ded shadow and detail. “Tradi- 
tional” artists, according 
Highwater, wanted their work 
capture the “feeling” thing 
but not necessarily look like it. 
“This viewpoint originated 
tenacious method keeping 
alive what older Indians thought 
was the essence being In- 
dian.” 

Younger painters, though, who 
were educated white univer- 
sities and who learned about 
other kinds art, have re- 
belled. According Fritz 
Scholder, one the more con- 
troversial members this group, 
“There are too many legends and 
not enough real people Indian 
painting.” The younger painters 
have accordingly assimilated 
other styles, especially expres- 
sionism and pop art, Indian 
themes and made highly per- 
sonal statements.
